2. OTATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

The inveniion relates to a compound, compositions and mediods for inhibiting retroviral proteases, and uses thereof for treating HIV 
infections, particularly infections caused by one or more of drug resistant HIV strains. Considering the prior art cited (US 6.319,946 
and WO 99/67417) in the International search report, claim 1 of this invention is novel.
